I found this BA at my favorite junk store a couple of days ago. This RX is 
in a steel case 10x17x9 

inches and is quite massive and is painted in battleship grey crackle 
finish. This receiver covers 

BC, 49, 31, 25, and 19 meter bands and has a row of pushbuttons above the 
band switch, anda 

slide rule dial. It is permeability tuned by a long push bar that runs the 
slugs in the RF, mixer, and 

oscillator stages, two slugs to each stage. 


There are NO markings or tags on this beast, but on the back is a label 
stating that the unit has 

been "Tropicalized" in accordance with Signal Corps specs. on Aug. 23, 1945. 
A switch on the 

chassis selects either 110 or 220 volt operation. Tuning is aided by a magic 
eye at the top of the 

front panel. A telescoping antenna is affixed to the back of the cabinet and 
this antenna looks 

much like the ones we used on the 11 meter FM jeep radios during WW2.

Here is something that I picked up from a packet BBS several years ago. 
It sounds like it may be the definitive answer. Hope it doesn't use more 
bandwidth than it's value. 


"WHY RADIO AMATEURS ARE CALLED "HAMS"" 


"The word "HAM" as applied to 1908 was the station call of the 
first amateur wireless stations operated by some amateurs of the 
Harvard Radio Club. They were ALBERT S. HYMAN, BOB ALMY, AND 
POOGIE MURRAY. At first they called their station 'HYMAN-ALMY- 
MURRAY'. Tapping out such a long name in code soon_ became 
tiresome and called for a revision. They changed it to HY-AL-MU 
using the first two letters of each of their names. 

Early in 1909 some confusion resulted between signals from 
amateur wireless station HYALMU and a Mexican ship name "HYALMO". 
They decided to use only the first letter of each name and _ the 
station call became HAM. 

In the early pioneer days of unregulated radio, amateur 
operators picked their own frequency and call letters. Then, as 
now, some amateurs had better signals than commercial stations. 
The resulting interference came to the attention of congressional 
committees in Washington, DC and Congress gave much time to 
proposed legislation designed to critically limit amateur radio 
activity. 

In 1911, Albert Hyman chose the controversial "Wireless 
Regulation Bill" as the topic for his thesis at Harvard. His 
instructor insisted that a copy be sent to Senator David I. 
Walsh, a member of one of the committees hearing the bill. The 
Senator was so impressed with the thesis that he asked HYMAN to 
appear before the committee. Albert Hyman took the stand and 
described how the little station was built and almost cried when 
he told the crowded committee room that if the bill went through 
they would have to close down the station because they could not 
afford the license fees and all the other requirements which the 


BILL imposed on amateur radio. 

Congressional debate began on the Wireless Regulation Bill and 
the little station HAM became the symbol for all the little 
amateur stations in the country crying to be saved from the 
menace and greed of the big commercial stations who didn't want 
them around. The Bill finally got to the floor of Congress and 


every speaker talked about the "...poor little station HAM." 
That's how it all started. You will find the whole story in 
the Congressional Record. Nation-wide publicity associated 


station HAM with amateur radio operators. From that day forward, 
and probably till the end of time in radio, an amateur is a HAM. 
Well, there you have it. I have heard many other stories behind 
HAM, however, I think this is the straight dope.
